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VALEDICTORIAN ADDRESS 


Mr. Chairman, Honoured Guests, Ladies and Gentlemen 

Three years ago, on September 23, 1968 we crossed the threshold of 
McLaughlin Hall and Alexandra Residence - nervous, apprehensive and very 
excited. Little did we know that "this day" September 17, 1971 would 
approach so quickly. 

Every Tuesday afternoon, the Faculty of Oshawa General School of 
nursing met to plan our classes. At 4:00,4:30, 5:00 they emerged with severe 
headaches hoping that everything would fall into place. I am sure that each 
and every one of our teachers found our first year a challenge to organize 
as we were the first class to have a nurse interne experience. Although our 
course appeared uncertain to us at times, they managed to keep us very, 
very busy. 

We were the first class to attend Durham College of Applied Arts and Technology. Our subjects varied from Soci¬ 
ology to the History of the English Language. (Remember that familiar phrase, "read and study thoroughly") 

Our second year brought with it more work on the clinical areas with an introduction to Paediatrics, Obstetrics 
and Psychiatry. 

Psychiatry was a different kind of challenge. Here we gained insight into the behavior and personality of our pat¬ 
ients, and also learned a great deal about ourselves. 

The third year, our internship year, was indeed unique. We have assumed the role of a nurse interne. Much Planning 
between the School of Nursing, Nursing Service and the Medical Staff was necessary. What responsibilities would the 
Internes have? How would the role be defined? 

As an Interne our role did change and we then became members of the ward staff. With this opportunity, our con¬ 
fidence in our work increased greatly. I believe this year will help us to accept the role of a graduate nurse with more 
assurance and understanding. 

At this time I would like to thank the Doctors, Nurses. Nursing Assistants, Aides and Orderlies for their assistance 
and support. I know, at times, your patience must+iave worn thin with our constant questioning and inexperience. 

If you cast your eyes around the auditorium, you will see many proud faces - those of our parents. Thank you Mom 
and Dad for your love and encouragement through these important three years. We cannot express to you how much 
your silent presence has meant. How many times did we telephone and ask for more money or just need your under¬ 
standing shoulder to cry on. 

There are other parents here tonight who must be equally as proud of their graduates. These are the parents of 
Radiology and Laboratory Technicians. These Technicians have had the opportunity to be involved with new methods 
which help to give a rapid diagnosis for more complex treatment. We wish each of you every success in your chosen 
field. 

This month brought to us another happy occasion - that of the 100th birthday of Colonel R.S. McLaughlin. These 
roses which we so proudly carry tonight are a gift from this kind gentleman. Thank you, Colonel McLaughlin and a 
Very Happy Birthday wish to you. 

We wish to express a special thanks to Miss Hill, Mrs. Wilson and our teachers. Much of what we have learned is 
through your untiring efforts. 

To our "little sister and the Class of '72, a word of wisdom". Study for your Registration Examinations. 

And now I would like to direct my speech to our class, the Class of 1971. I am sure that all of us will cherish these 
past three years with memories of both the joys and the sorrows which we have shared. Now we have reached our goal, 
and although many of us must have to say goodbye, with luck and good planning, our paths may cross from time to time. 

In conclusion, may I leave this thought, "Let today embrace the past with remembrance and the future with 
longing".
